WASHINGTON, April 1—()—The 
Senate preparedness committee 
said Tuesday that secret Air Force 
testimony shows American air 
power is ‘‘admittedly inadequate.”’ 


Chairman Johnson _ (Dem., 
Texas) said the situation is, par- 
ticularly bad in regpect to the 
number of modern planes avail- 
able to the Air Force. 

Johnson made the statement in a 
,summary of Air Force testimony in 
connection with the committee’s 
national security ‘‘audit.’’ 

‘The net effect of lagging pro- 
‘duction and losses to various 


inventory which certainly gives no 
grounds for optimism in assessing 
‘the nation’s air power,”’ he said. 
| Johnson said the summary was 
‘based on testimony by Maj. Gen. 
Oliver S. Picher, assistant plane 
‘programming chief for the Air 
‘Force; Col. Neil D. Van Sickle, 
‘chief of the aircraft programming 
division, and Col. Whitmell Rison, 
director of procurement and engi- 
neering for the deputy chief of air 
staff for materiel. 

“The committee was concerned 
over the size of the current inven- 
tories which are admittedly inade- 
quate,’’ the censored statement 
said.

When Joe Says ‘Peace,’ 


He Means ‘Surrender’ 


Prime Minister Joseph Stalin of Russia 
has made another of his periodic statements 
that war is not inevitable between Commu- 
nist slave states and Western democracies. 

It seems we have heard that one before. 
If we remember correctly such statements 
have usually heralded fresh trouble between 
the two halves of this divided world. If Joe’s 
pronouncements of the past are any indica- 
tion of the future, new aggressions are on the 
calendar. 

“A peaceful coexistence of capitalism and 
communism is quite possible if there is a 
mutual desire for co-operation, if there is a 
readiness to fulfill the undertaken obliga- 
tions, if there is observance of the principle 
of equality and not.interference in the intex- 
nal affairs of the other states,” he is quoted 
as replying to a group of U. S. newspaper and 
radio editors who had solicited his views. 

We wonder what Joe’s definition of the 
word “mutual” is? In the past it has been a 
one-way street with Soviet intentions reveal- 
ing themselves in the form of monkey 
wrenches in the works of progress for human 
welfare and freedom. 

_ What does he mean by “readiness to ful- 
fill the undertaken obligations?” What about 
the Yalta agreements? What about Pots- 
dam? What about Berlin? What about his 
‘vetoes of progress in the UN? 

What does he interpret to be observance 
of “the principle of equality and not inter- 
ference in the internal affairs of the other 
states?” What about Czechoslovakia? What 
about Korea? What about Greece? What 
about China? What about the subversive 
movements, financed and directed from Mos- 
cow, operating in every nation of the world? 

Almost every action of Soviet Russia as 
a member of the family of nations belies any 
intention of peace, except a peace imposed 
by Communist enslavement. 

The best we can hope for is that rearma- 
ment of the United States, preparedness of 
the free world, and our willingness to resist 
aggression have proved to Joe thet serfdom 
and freedom can indeed exist side by side.

Transcends All Issues 


News that there has been a slight decrease 
in living costs is welcomed. However, those 
who say that the projected wage-price in- 
creases in the steel industry will not start 
another round of inflation are careless with 
facts. 

In the first place, although the signs indi- 
cate that inflation has been checked through 
a gradual adjustment of purchasing power 
and supply of goods, this is not the case with 
steel. The industry can still sell everything 
it produces and there are hundreds of con- 
sumer items which use steel. The cost of all 
of them will go up as the wage increases re- 
flected in price increases go into effett. 

Nothing could upset the present equilib- 
rium reached over the months more than an 
increase in the price of steel. 

This brings us to controls. A steel in- 
dustry spokesman said that free collective 
bargaining could have won a lower Wage 
settlement with the union than did govern- 
ment negotiators. We doubt thet, since the 
industry can sell all the steel it makes. The 
temptation to settle quickly without a strike 
and to pass all the increased costs along in 
prices would have been very great. 

The net result to defense alone would 
have been added billions in cost and added 
billions in taxes to make up the difference. 

Is that inflation? We are making an ear- 
nest effort to attain military security—se- 
curity of this nation and all its people—with- 
out destroying our economic system and our 
way of life. 

Looking at the situation from almost any 
angle, one finds it hard to accept the Wage 
Stabilization Board’s assertions that its terms 
in the steel dispute are not inflationary. This 
just doesn’t make sense. .

Labor always starts negotiations at a 
higher figure than it anticipates getting. In- 
dustry, in asking price increases, usually be- 
gins with the maximum.

The question is not merely one of stop- 
ping inflation at the expense of the steel- 
workers nor of the steel ifdustry. It is a 
question of the economic stability and the 
security of the nation, needs which transcend 
any immediate gains by any pressure groups. 

It is bigger than the wish of any group 
of workers to get all the pay possible under 
the emergency conditions. It is bigger than 
the desire of any industry to gain all the 
profits it can out of the necessity for building 
our defenses. 

It is not even a question of what is right 
and fair — relative terms. which assume 
strange meanings under the pressure of re- 
armament. The big question is the effect on 
the government, lives, and economic stability 
of the 152,000,000 citizens making up our 
population.

If Men Can Fight, 
Why Can’t They Vote? 


Under existing laws and regulations, more 
than half of the 3,500,000 members of the 
armed services are expected to lose the right 
to vote in this year’s election. 


Unless those states having no soldier vot- 
ing laws take quick action, these men and 
women serving their country will have been 
denied the privilege of expressing their opine 
ions on who rules the nation they are de- 
fending. 

The man on the Korean battlefield will 
have been robbed of the right to vote for or 
against the officials who make the policies 
he is ordered to defend. 

This. injustice should be corrected. 

President Truman has requested that the 
states take prompt measures. As in other 
instances where states have abdicated the 
rights which force the Federal Government 
to take action, unless soldier voting is made 
possible by the states themselves the problem 
becomes one for the nation. We can see no 
justification for disfranchising a man be- 
cause he is in uniform of a soldier of his 
country. 

We are happy that Georgia has not dis- 
franchised her soldier-citizens. Although our 
election laws are far from perfect, this is one 
thing of which we can be proud. 

We hope all other states will follow our 
example before this year’s election rolls 
around.

This week, behind closed 
doors, Sen. Lyndon B. Johnson's 
preparedness subcommittee is 
dipping into that profound 
charge and the chances are that 
it will come up with the con- 
clusion that the manufacturer 
was right.

The committee is taking an 
audit of the nation’s security. 
And it hopes to tell the public 
as much of the story as the 
committee feels it can bear, 
without giving too much aid and 
comfort to Russia.

For instance: 

1. We are suckers to slow up 
our warplane production when 
the Reds already out-plane us 
in the only active area of war?

Of Reparations 


My Episcopalian friends in Marietta are a 
bit perturbed about a_ well-intentioned news 
story which said their church is being restored 


with federal funds. 


St. James Episcopal Church, oldest sireckine 


in Marietta, has been “restored,” it is true, and the congregation 
is setting out to build a new parish house, but on their own, They 
have not had, they do not have federal funds. 


As a matter of fact, the mem- 
bers of St. James would be the 
last to expect aid from Wash- 
ington. To understand why, we 
must go back to the War Be- 
tween the States. 


The St. James Church Records, 
as quoted by Mrs. Sarah Gober 
Temple’s history of Cobb 
County, show that a Southern 
surgeon notified all Marietta 
congregations the churches must 
become Army hospitals, that 
seats, desks, pulpit, etc., must be 
removed. In compliance, the 
Episcopalians-evacuated, but the 
Confederates found they didn’t 
need the churches and services 
were resumed. 


When the Union Army 
came to town, it was differ- 
ent. According to the Epis- 
copal records, within 24 hotrs 
after Sherman’s troops moved 
in from the mountain, they 
broke into the church and. 
robbed it of carpets and cush- | 
ions, vestments and books. 
Then they took it as a hos- 
pital, which did no good either 
to the furniture or the bulle- 
ing. 


They used other churches, too. 


Long after the war, the Fed- 
eral Government sent agents to 
Georgia to investigate the use 
of such property for Army pur- 
poses. Other Marietta churches 
received cash as reparations or 
rent. 


But not the Episcopalians! 
The government claim agents 
ruled that the congregation at 
St. James actively had partici- 
pated in the war. In the first 


place, according to the “Feds,” 
St. James had sent its church 
bell off to be melted into am- 
munition. 


And in the second place, dur- 
ing the Occupation, the rector, 
Dr. Samuel Benedict, and the 
resident clergyman had refused 
to pray for the President of the 
United States. (That was after 
Lincoln’s death. Andy Johnson 
was President and he needed all 
the prayers he could get.) 


The Yanks shut the recalcie- 
trant clerics up in the hotel for 
a day or two. When the pair 
remained adamant they sent 
them out of town. 


A new rector moved into the 
pulpit. He prayed for the Presi-e 
dent all right, but the congre- 
gation wouldn’t say “Amen!” So 
the Occupation commander sent 
a detail of soldiers to the St. 
James Church each Sunday 
morning, their assignment to 
shout out an “Amen” at the 
end of the presidential prayer. 
According to the Temple his- 
tory, the congregation would 
second every other supplication 
from the pulpit, then sit silent 
and unresponsive when the 
“Amen” detail sounded off. 


So the St. James Episcopal 
Church received no reparations 
and they’re not getting federal 
funds now. However, one of 
the congregation with a meticu- 
lous mind and a legal bent fig- 
ures that the discrimination way 
back yonder was without suf- 
ficient cause and that his church 
is still due payment for dame 
ages done while it was a Fed- 
eral “first-aid” station.

He was a slim, good-looking soldier. His 

khaki. was clean and pressed and he wore his 

fore and aft cap with that jaunty swagger that 

marked the old timer. I had been picking up soldiers all day. Most 

of them were trainees. You could tell the difference. They were 

fresh caught. They didn’t know how to wear the uniform yet. They 

looked lumpy. Their clothes didn’t quite fit. Their shoes didn’t have 

that high gloss. Their belts looked new. An old soldier hates a new 
GI belt. He soaks it and scrubs it until it has faded a little. 


This GI was an old soldier, It 
stuck out all over him, and 
showed. You didn’t have to even 
look at the row of ribbons on his 
chest, at the silver-crossed rifles 
on the blue field that was the 
badge of the combat infantry- 
man. 


You could tell by his con- 
versation, too. The _ trainees 
talked differently. They talked 
of home. . They looked at the 
sun-lit sweep of the Caro- 
lina sandhills, with the green 
pines already growing dusty, 
and talked about how differ- 
ent Kansas, or Kentucky, 
looked in the spring. 


The boy from Kansas was 
particularly homesick. The cat- 
tle looked pretty good to me. 
But he said the cattle were fat- 
ter in Kansas. The roads were 
pretty good, I thought. But he 
said the roads were longer and 
straighter in Kansas. 


I thought the weather was 
fine. But he didn’t like the 
weather. He said in Kansas you 
had weather that was weather. 
It was cold when it should be 
cold, and hot when it should be 
hot. He said he missed the hard, 
cold winters of Kansas. He said 
in South Carolina it never got 
cold enough to make a man’s 
blood flow in his veins. You 
couldn’t tell winter from spring 
in South Carolina. He said when 
he served his 24 months he was 
going to head for Kansas as fast 
as he could.

He 
wasn’t longing for his old home. 
He was longing for old friends, 
old adventures, old hardships. 


He got home from Korea last 
August. He was glad to get home 
for awhile. Then he began to 
get restless. He didn’t like the 
life of the stateside camps. He 
got to thinking about the guys 
he knew in his old outfit. He put 
in for duty in Korea again. He 
figures his orders will be along 
soon. He’ll be going back. He’s 
doing everything he can to get 
back to his old outfit. 


He knows that the guys he 
knew won’t be there, They, too, 


have come home, But he’s been 


writing a few of them, around 
and about the country. They are 
restless, too. They are putting in 
for duty with FECOM—the Far 
East command, too. 


“I figure if I can get back out 
there I can get duty with the 
same outfit again,” he said. 
“The name will be the same, but 
I guess most of the guys will be 
gone. But a few of them will be 
there.

For a long time we thought everybody in the South served fried 
chicken and biscuits when they entertained. Judging from phone 


calls and mail, that’s not true. 
and~<garlic bread. 

The commonest problem to all 
women is what to serve with spa- 
ghetti. The thing to remember 
about this main dish is that it is 
a starchy, greasy combination 
which is very filling, particularly 
if you eat the two platesful you 
are supposed to eat at one sitting. 
The food served with it should be 
tart or sour, well-seasoned and 
yet light. 

Here are some suggestions for 
such menus: Menu I: antipasto, 
spaghetti with meat balls, tossed 
greens with olive oil dressing, 
garlic bread, spumoni, coffee.
